PLEASURE PARTY THAT WAS 


NEVER HEARD FROM. 


Tragedy at Sea Which Thrilled Three 
Cities and Now Again Awakens 
Painful Recollec- 
tions. 


A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
New Orleans, received Wednesday, states 
that the captain of a shrimp lugger Tues- 
day found the body of a young woman on 
one of the Timbalier Islands, just off the 
coast of Louisiana. 

l' iw believed the body Is that of 

Florence Yocum, late of St. Louls. 

The captain said that the body was found 
Near the epot where the compass of the 
wrecked naphtha launch, Paul Jones, was 
recovered, The dispatch is so indefinite that 
it is not known whether the body was found 
on the shore or the interior and it is pos- 
Bible that the unfortunate young woman 
escaped from the wreck and reached the de- 
nerted island alive only to die from hunger 
and exposure. The telegram does not state 
What disposition was made of the body. 

The pleasure party of which Miss Yocum 
Was a member was bound for Clearwater, 


Fia., where Mr. Yocum had recently com- 
pete a handsome cottage. The Timba- 
ler Archipelago is not in the regular track 
of vessels out of New Orleans. and are rare- 
y touched except in cases where storms 
rom the Gulf have driven vessels out of 
their course. The finding of the Pau: 
Jones’ compass on one island and later this 
body, has left but little doubt that the 
yacht was driven against the rocks and 
ounded to pleces in the flerce gales of the 
rst week in January last. 

The Paul Jones,a small two-mast naphtha 
yacht, was owned by Lawrence Jones; 
Jouisville distiller, who tendered It to Col. 
Hiarry Yocum of St. Louis during the 
Christmas holidays. The party that was 
gkOoing from Loultsville down the Missiesi;pi 
and across the gulf to the Colonel's Clear- 
water viila, consisted of Miss Florence Y O- 
cum, his daughter; Miss Florence Taggart, 
Gaughter of Mayor Taggart of Indianapoiis 
and Miss Margery Woodland of Chicago.

After a gay time in New 
Orleans, the party sailed for Mobile, Ala. 
On January 3 the Paul Jones eutered the 
Gulf, and was never sighted again. It was 
due in Mobile January 5, but no uneasi- 
ness was felt over its non-arrival until 
sufficient time had elapsed for it to have 
reached its Florida destination. for it was 
argued that there may have been a change 
in arrangements determined on at Sea, 

On January 12 the first action was taken 
by the relatives of members of the party. 
Mayor Taggart communicated his "ears 
to Senator Fairbanks and through his in- 
fluence the revenue cutter Winona. then 
at Mobile, was ordered to patrol the coast 
from Port Eads to Pensacola in search 
of the yacht.

This information the next day proved to 
be misleading, when the strange yacht was 
spoken and found to be a Baldwin vessel.

Messrs. Jones and Taggart did not perm!

equally siow to believe him 
knew he was interested in Cuba and for a 
while comforted themselves with the hope 
that he had changed his course and gone 
there. 

On Jan. 18 the Herbor Master at Scranton, 
Miss... reported that a yacht answering the 
description of the Paul Jones had anchored 
Jan. 11 off Horn island Pass. The weather 
was foggy and the pilot thought she 
grounded east of Horn Island. 

Hope was thus again raised only to be 
routed a few days later when the groundel 
vessel was identified. A few days later 
both Mr. Jones, the yacht's owner, and 
Mayor Taggart announced that they had 
given up all hope. 

A few weeks later the compass of the 
vacht was found, and other wreckage was 
picked up from time to time, which was 
identified as coming from the Paul Jones. 
Finally Miss Taggart’s body and that cf 
the vessel's cook were washed ashore. All 
doubt of the launch’s fate then vanished. 
No other bodies were recovered until this 
time, 

Col. Yocum was president of the Yocum- 
Kacer Manufacturing Co., 2008 South Fighth 
street. He was wealthy and his daughter 
was his sole heir. Since the tragedy last 
January his estate has become involved in 
litigation, the legal heirs of Mrs. Yocum, 
deceased, claiming a portion, unless it is 
proved that Miss Yocum died first. In that 
event the estate would revert to the heirs 
of Col. Yocum. The case is stil] in court, 
but will now be delayed until the finding of 
Miss Yocum’s body is fully investigated,

Several mere Interested persons from 
Minnesota arrived at Clayton Wednesday 
to present at the trial of the suit to 
break the will of the late Charles. H. Brad- 
ford, the millionaire hatter of St. Louts. 

The witnesses for the plaintiffs were 
heard Wednesday and some interesting tes- 
timony was given. Albert Goings, who had 
shaved Dr. Bradford for W years at the 
Southern Hotel. Barber Shop, testified as 
to the mental condition of tne doctor dur- 
ing his declining years. Fhe witness 
thought the man’s mind showed evidence 
of senliie dementia. He stated that he 
often acted queeriy and sometimes seemed 
to taik without reason. He related sev- 
eval instances in suppott of the charge that 
the doctor was not in his right mind at the 
time he made the will giving the great 
bulk of his estate to the St. Louis Meth- 
odist Orphans” Home. 

Mrs. Caroline Ryan, Dr. Bradford's niece, 
testified that the deceased was evidently 
of feeble mentality fort some time prior to 
his death. Mrs. Ryan is the wife of Mr. 
James Ryan of St. Louis. 

Wyatt Ryan, Dr. Bradford’s venerable 
colored valet, proved a valuable witness 
for the plaintiffs. He testified that the doc- 
tor began to show weaken:.ng of inteilect 
several years before Bis death. The mal- 
ady seemed to grow oh him, he said, until 
the facts of his childishness were weil 
known to all those Intimately connected 
w:th him. 

Depositions were read from witnesses out- 
side the State and others in which an effort 
was made to prove the undue influence 
brought to bear on the doctor in his al- 
leged fgeble mental condition: in inducing 
him to will his property to the Orphans’ 
Home and certain of the heirs, virtually 
‘gnoring others. It was claimed that Dr. 
Bradford was invited to attend an enter- 
tainment by the children of the Orphans’ 
Home; that during the programme a song 
was sung in which the name of Dr. Brad- 
ford appeared several times. It was al- 
leged that the same song when heard a 
short time before contained the name of 
a wealthy lady—now’ deceased—at the 
places in the measure where the name of 
Dr. Bradford was afterward inserted. 

The point the plaintiffs endeavored to 
make was that this song was arranged es- 
pecially to influence the doctor and cause 
him to will his property to the home. Oth- 
er evidence was introduced with the view 
of showing that persuasive powers were 
brought to bear on Dr. Bradford in the 
muking of his will. 

The will of Dr. Bradford contains a pre- 
Vision that any of the beneficiaries who 
shall make any effort to break the will 
ehall heve no share in its benefits. Dr. 
Bradford, ‘t is claimed, made a previous 
will, and the present suit is based on a 
bill in equity to set aside the last wil on 
the ground that he was of unsound mind 
and incapable of disposing of his property 
ond that he was unduly influenced by oth- 
ers. 

The estate is valued at about $900,000. Dr. 
Bradford made his fortune in mining 
stocks. “Most of the relat.ves are liberaily 
provided for in the willl.

CHARLES GREEN HAS UNDESIR- 


ABLE TENANTS ARRESTED. 


SAYS THEY'RE TRESPASSERS. 


Howard D. Force and His Aids Taken 
Out of Mr. Green’s Building by 
Policemen. 


Charles Green, real estate man, and erst- 
while street railway magnate, has found a 
ncw way to get rid of undesirable tenants. 

He prefers the yse of police power to the 
law’s delays in a Justice court. 

Wednesday morning a patrol wagon was 
driven up to the office building, 720 Chest- 
nut street, owned by Mr. Green. The driver 


backed the wagon up to the curb and half 
_! — policemen jumped out and ran up- 
stairs 

When they returned a few minutes later 
each officer had a man with him. The six 
prisoners were hustied into the wagon, 
while the crowd wondered whether there 
had been a murder or a crap game raid. 

At the Four Courts the spokesman for 
the six men arrested gave his name as 
Howard D. Force, manager of the ‘‘Push 
Your Business Co. 

Stories on both sides differed, but both 
versions made it apparent taat Mr. Force's 
anxiety to push his own businéss was re- 
sponsible for his predicament. 

Before the wagon made its trip to the 
building Mr. Charles Green swore out a 
police summons for Foree and his com- 
panions, charging them with trespassing. 
hoosrdiue to his story to the police, the 
men had taken possession of two rooms in 
his building and had refused to vacate 
them, though repeatedly asked to do so. 

When arrested, Force maintained that 
he had rented the rooms in the regular 
way and was entitled to occupy them. 

Francis X. Green, son of Charles Green, 
said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“The company for which Force Was man- 
ager had an office at 714 Chestnut until 
recently. When they left there Force 
came here and wanted to rent a couple of 
rooms. We told him to wait a few days 
and we would see what terms we could 
make. Last Saturday afternoon they 
moved in without giving us notice. 

‘“Monday we told Force that after what 
he had done we could not rent him the 
offices and served notice on h hat ne 
must get out at once. He show®d no in- 
clination to do so and all that was left us 
was to get a patrol wagon and some po- 
licemen and have him and his employes 
hustled out.’

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MORE TRUST EXTORTION. 


Following on the heels of the great increases in prices 
by the Beef Trust, Coal Trust and clothing dealers comes 
the news that the Window Glass Trust has advanced the price 
of its product 100 per cent, after having cleared 100 per cent 
profit at the old figures. 

Of course the trust organs will have a ready excuse for 
this state of things. They will perhaps claim that people 
are putting twice as many windows in their houses, or that 
the entire country is going to be usei for greenhouses. 

Meanwhile, wages are not rising sufficiently to offset the 
trusts’ extortion. In a few cases.they have been advanced 
Slightly. But whatever advance there has been is in no 
degree to be compared with the enormous bulling of prices by 
the trusts. In the case of the steel trust, for instance, there 
has been a great hurrah over rises in wages. Yet Thevdore 
Schaefer, president of the Steel Workers’ Association, savs 
that while the trade “is now more prosperuus than it has 
ever been,’’ the wages are not as high as in 1892. 

But if wages were high ‘in all the trust industries, to fit 
trust prices, how about the millions of wage earners outside 
the trusts? How about the farmers, who must buy from the 
trusts without 2 particle of compensation, no matter huw 
high trust prices go? 

The trusts might put up wages s0 high in their plants 
that their workers would he satistied. It would simply be a 
strengthening cf monopoly against the general public.

ADLER, CELLA AND TILLES. 


That Big Combination Has Secured 
Grounds for a New Course and 
Will Build at Once. 


There have been rumors rife the past 
several weeks that a new race track was 
to be built in St. Louls, 

Until this morning, however, no one 
could be found who would admit that there 
Was anything to the rumor. 

At that time it was learned that the 
Adler-Cella-Tilles combination were really 
at the back of the venture and that they 
had made all arrangements to build a new 
mile track here. 

When cornered, Sam Adler, who was in 
his office in the Commercial Building this 
morning admitted that he and his partners 
Cella and Tilles were at work on the new 
venture, 

“We have secured a long lease on a plece 
of ground just south of Forest Pask,’ 
said Mr. Adler. 

“It is big enough to build a mile track 
We have had the property surveyed 
have just closed a jong lease on it. 
our intention to buiid a mile track 

lat will compare with anything of the 
kind in America. We will race, of course, 


; aiso race under the 

law. It allows but 9% days racing on 

track. With one race track in St. 
Louis therefor under the law there can be 
but three months racing here. With an- 
other race track here St. Louis can have 
six months of racing and her turf patrons 
will easily stand for that.” 

“When will you commence to build?’ 

“Just as soon as the ground is graded 
and our architects can deliver the plans. 
The track will be admirably situated and 
will be right on the Lindell system of 
Street railways.’’ 

“Do you think there is room here for a 
new track?’’ 

“If we did not think there was room We 
would not go into the venture, as the new 
deal will necessitate the expenditure of a 
very large sum of money. Racing has 
grown rapidly in this country and St. Louis 
turf patrons really demand six months of 
racing. In al] the laage Western and Bast- 
ern cities there are two or three race 
tracks. Cincinnatl has three mil@ tracks, 
Chicago has half a dozen. San Francisco 
has three, so surely there is room in St. 
Louis for two. We believe there Is any- 
how, and are going to build the new course 
so as to be ready for business early in 
the spring.’’ 

Messrs. Adler, Cella and Tilles are men 
of wealth and the statement coming from 
Mr. Adler that they are going to build a 
new mile track means something. 

This firm has had the field books on at 
the Fair Grounds the past two years, and 
out of them have made a great deal of 
money. 

All are practical turfmen, Mr. Cella hav- 
ing owned and now owning a large stable 
of race horses, while Messrs. Adler and 
Tilles gained their experience in race track 
management while owners of the South 
Side and later of the Madison race track,

WOES OF DESTITUTION 


<——— 


MRS. FORD AND HER BABIES 
SLEPT IN THE STATION HOUSE. 


HER HUSBAND OUT OF WORK. 


She Is in Desperate Fear Lest She Will 
Be Compelled to Put Her Chil- 
dren in an Asylum. 


A sad-faced woman, clothed in a neat 
black dress, and carrying a baby on ono 
arm and a heavy basket on the other, 
whi.e two emall children clung to her skirts, 


came out into the cool, crisp fall morn.ng 
from a cell in the Ninth District police 
station, at Jefferson avenue and Dayton 
Strect. 

They were all thinly clad, the children 

especially so. The frosty air soon €rept 
through the thin muslin gowns and chilled 
the flesh. The baby was no better pro- 
tected and soon it began to cry from the 
cold. The mother pressed it tighter in her 
arms and endeavored to soothe the Httle 
ove, but she herself was euffcring and the 
basket was very heavy. 
Twelve blocks from the station the 
woman turned into a yard, went through 
to the rear and found a temporary home 
in a kind-hearted woman’s rooms. Just 
across the yard the brother of the sad- 
faced woman lives. She says he drove her 
from his house and caused her and the 
children to pass the night in the police 
Station. 

The woman's husband is James H. Ford, 
He is a miner and did reside near Girard 
lll. There has been no work lately, and 
when their last penny was gone, Mrs. Ford 
came to the city with the three children. 
The oldest, Lucy, is 7; Mabel, a pretty, 
round-faced, blue-eyed, sunny-haired child, 
is 4, and the baby ts 1% years old. These 
the woman brought to the home of Gus 
liildebrand, her brother, living at 2621 Glas- 
gow avenue 
Hildebrand fs a motorman on the Cass 
avenue line. He has a wife and one child. 
His sister says she applied to him for aid 
and he kept her one week, then, she gays, 
he told her to seek shelter elsewhere. She 
appealed by letter to her husband, but he 
has not answered. 

When she left the Hildebrand home Mrs. 
Ford was taken in by Mrs. Joseph Taylor, 
who has upstairs rooms in the building in 
the vard back of the Hildebrands: The 
apartments are small, and Mrs. Ford real- 
ized that she could not be accommodated 
over night.

SHOE LASTERS’ STRIKE, 


SITUATION AT BROWN SHOE COM. 
PANY UNCHANGED. 


PERSUASIVE METHODS USED. 


New Hands Advertised For, But the 
Strikers Meet Them and Explain 
the Situation. 


The situation at the Brown Shoe (o.’'s 
factory No. 3, where about 75 of the em- 
ployes went on a strike, as told in Tues- 
day's Post-Dispatch, was practically un- 
changed Wednesday morning. 

The strikers, consisting of lasters, opera- 
tors and bottoming-room men, were gath- 
ered around the building, but none returned 
to work, Nor wiil they, they say, until 
their demands are conceded. 

One member of the Grievance Committee, 
which was appointed Tuesday, said thev 
explained just how matters stood to the 
bands who came with the expectation of 
taking their places and thus far, he said, 
none had gone to work. They indulged 
in no threats, he was careful to add, sim- 
piy employing persuasive methods, which 
were found to be quite sufficient. Never- 
theless, there were policemen on each cor- 
ner, prepared for contingenc.es. 

rhe men are unconcerned and seem confi- 
dent of winning their fight, Since, they 
claim, their demands are reasonable and no 
more than the hands are receiving in other 
factories, This 6ame point caused a strike 
last June, when they were out for three 
days before the management yielded. 

H. D. Fogg, the superintendent-manager 
of the factory, said the work was not at 
all interfered with by the upsence of the 
men. In contradiction to the statements 
of the strikers, Mr. Fogg stated that sev- 
eral new hands thad been put to work, 
although he adsnitted they were few in 
number.

Found Dead, With a Pistol in His 
Hand and a Wound in His Temple 
—Had Lost Everything. 


Tired of life, miserable and penniless, 
where he had once been happy and pros- 
perous, Jacob Lindeman, 46 years old, com- 
mitted suicide Tuesday evening, within 
sight of his former home, now the prop- 
erty of others,;which, in common with the 
rest of his possessions, had been lost in 
the time of his trouble. 

For the last six years Lindeman had been 
employed as a helper by F. V. Schumacher, 
who has a barber shop at 1107 Biddle street, 
who knew the old fellow in his brighter 
days and pitied him.

The 
deceased’s sister, Mrs. Moorehouse, living 
in this city, was notified and she will at- 
tend to the funeral. 

Lindeman was in former years the pro- 
prietor of a large wholesale and retail gro- 
cery and rated as a well-to-do man. He was 
married, and was deeply in love with his 
wife, who was considered a beautiful wom- 
an. It is said that another had gained her 
affections, however, and she left Lindeman. 
This was the beginning of his downfall. 
Rusiness reverses followed and he was 
never able to rise again. He took to drink. 
In a brief time he had lost everything, and 
for the last 10 years has practically been 
living on the charity of others. He will 
be buried Friday.

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FREDERICK KREUTZ LED A DUAL 
EXISTENCE. 


FIRST WIFE SEEKS DIVORCE. 


Second Wife, a St. Louis Woman, Ap- 
plied for a Warrant and Will 
Bring Divorce Proceedings. 


Mrs. Maggie Kreutz lived with Frederick 
Kreutz ten years, only to find out now that 
she had no legal right to the name that 
has been hers so long. 

The man she loved and trusted, and had 
been faithful to for a decade, had a wife 
and family living when he married her. 

In the summer of 1889 Frederick Kreutz 
came to St. Louls. He was a butcher ten 
and doing well. Shortly after he came he 
met Miss Maggie Kernan, a comely girl of 
20 years. He was pleased with ther ap- 
pearance and at once set about winning 
her. He was successful and on October 
14, 1889, ‘Maggie Kernan and Frederick 
Kreutz appeared before Justice James Mc- 
Caffrey, and were united in marriage. 

Kreutz did not tell his wife anything 
of his past life, further than to declare 
he was free to marry her. Their life was 
comparatively uneventful. They lived at 
2927 North Thirteenth street and some time 
ago Kreutz obtained employment, with the 
Barrett Packing Company at Broadway 
and Rutger streets. Three children were 
born to them, but only one son, Frederick, 
6 years old, is now alive. 

There were the usual domestic differences, 
but nothing of a serious nature transpired 
until a few weeks ago. Then a sister-in- 
law of Kreutz’s came from Cincinnati to 
this city. The families became acquainted. 
The sister-in-law one day mentioned 
Kreutz’s first wife. Mrs. Kreutz was sur- 
prised to hear this and told her kinswoman 
that she must be mistaken, She was posi- 
tive, however, and said ghe knew Mrs. 
Kreutz No. 1 personally. 

Mrs. Kreutz asked her husband about it, 
but he denied it. He admitted he had 
lived with the woman in question, but de- 
chared he had never married her. Mrs. 
Kreutz so told her kinswoman, and _ said 
she would continue to trust her husband. 
The sister-in-law, however, was prepared 
to submit proofs. She gave Mrs. Kreutz 
the name and address of Mrs. Anna Kreutz 
at Cincinnati, and the St. Louis Mrs. 
Kreutz wrote to her asking for proof of her 
marriage. 

For answer the Ohio Mrs. Kreutz for- 
warded a copy of her petition for a divorce, 
The petition recites that Kreutz married 
her on Aug. 28, 1879, in Cincinnati, and 
that in 1889 he deserted her, and that he 
was living in St. Louis with some woman 
unknown to the petitioner. As a result 
of the marriage, the petition avers, two 
children, Frederick and Rosa, were born. 
Mrs. Kreutz prays for their custody. The 
petition is still pending in the Ohio courts. 

Mrs. Kreutz appeared at the Four Courts 
with her sister, Mrs. Mary Watkins of 
2343 North Fourteenth street, and laid the 
information before Acting Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Broden. She was informed 
that she could obtain a warrant for big- 
amy if she so desired. She sald she did not 
care for that. She said all she wanted was 
her furniture, and she left saying she 
would apply for a divorce. She says she 
left home Tuesday night after she sub- 
mitted to her husband the proof of his 
wrongdoing and for the present will live 
with her sister.
